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The Knitting Genealogist 

■ OUR KNITTING-HISTORY SLEUTH — — 

DELVES INTO THE TOUCHING STORY BEHIND A READER'S EAMILY PHOTO.

R eader and knitter Jane 

Cooper found this family 
photo recently. It’s of her 
grandmother and some 
of her siblings. Jane’s grandmother, 
Beatrice, was the daughter of a 
County Durham coal miner and 
is the little girl at the front left. 

Jane tells Yarn Forward, “The boy 
on the left, in his suit, is Francis. He died 
when he was just 17, having had his leg 
crushed in an accident at the colliery. The 
girl at the back right, Margaret, was the 
eldest and died when she was 21 during 
surgery for a brain tumor, the day after 
Francis died. She had married when 
she was just 19 and had a one-year-old 
son. Her sweater looks rather small on 
her - I suspect those long blouse cuffs are 
hiding the shortness of the sleeves. Mary, 
the youngest, is wearing a knitted dress 
with a collar of tatting. It’s probable that 
the dress had been passed down through 
some of the older sisters before Mary got 
her hands on it.” 

Dating the photograph 

The photo dates from around 1920 and 
is unusual because it shows a knitted 
dress. Knitted jumpers, cardigans, socks 
- even bathing costumes - abound in 
photos from the early 20th century, but 
not dresses because people tended to wear 
their ‘Sunday best’ to be photographed, 
and knitted dresses were seen as informal. 
This is a special photograph - not only 



for Jane’s family, but for 
knitting historians. 

The vintage-knitting 
expert Susan Crawford tells 
us, “I’ve found in Patons 
Knitting And Crochet from 
1903 a knitted-dress pattern 
of a similar design for a child 
of six, which is knitted in 
Patons’ ‘soft knitting wool’ 
in dark navy and white. It 
could, of course, have been 
knitted without a pattern. 
Knitting patterns and 
magazines at this time were 
aimed at the middle classes, 
who could afford to read 
them. Working-class women 
tended to knit from passed- 
down family expertise.”

Anatomy of a dress 

To spend a moment on the 
dress’s construction, it has 
a firm cast on at the lower 
edge and was knitted in 
two colours. The cast on 
would’ve been around 240 
stitches - a very rough guess based on the 
ribs visible in the photograph, times two. 
The dark colour was worked for about 
ten rows, then two stripes of the lighter 
colour, in something like a k6, p2 rib. The 
first band of light colour was around four 
rows deep and the second band is about 
two rows deep, separated by three rows 
of the dark colour. 

The whole dress seems to have 
minimal shaping. While Beatrice’s dress 
is almost Edwardian in shape, with 
a high waist and full skirt, Mary’s knitted 
dress has a decidedly 1920s flavour, 
with a Flapper-style dropped waist 
and shoulders. Small eyelet holes were 
worked in the place of the purl stitches 
at the waistband, while the body of 
the dress was in moss stitch. The garment 
is completed with dropped-shoulder, 
three-quarter-length sleeves and a round 
neck with a handmade tatted collar. 

The collar appears to have been made 
from the same yarn as the belt and

stripes, while the sleeves also have a 
tatting decoration. 

Family matters 

The children in Jane’s photo aren’t 
wealthy, but all wear a little of their 
mother’s love and skill. The older girls 
have collars faced with hand-sewn 
binding and the eldest daughter wears a 
hand-knit jumper that may well have been 
slightly outgrown. Look carefully and you 
can see that she wears a hand-knit skirt 
under her pinafore. 

The children’s mother gave birth to 
20 offspring, only 12 of whom reached 
adolescence. We can only imagine how 
precious this photo of her whole family 
together must’ve been.

The fisherman’s gansey is a sweater that’s steeped in tradition. The garment was born 
out of sheer practicality and the need to keep warm out at sea. Sadly, this British staple 
has been forgotten by many knitters and is now facing extinction. In this revised and 
updated version of her earlier book, Alice Starmore celebrates the technique and hopes 
to revive knitters’ interest in it.

It’s a true 
aran weight, so it will knit up quickly into an interesting fabric and 
it will be easy to find suitable patterns for it. At present, the yarn is 
only available in two shades, but a ‘warm’ and a ‘cool’ neutral will 
suit most skin tones.

The slightly 
loose ply didn’t snag or split, and knitting was fast and easy. 

Pure cashmere is quite delicate, so wash gently to avoid felting.

The cashmere content is small, but it brings a wonderful softness 
and warmth to the cotton. As a sport weight, it may take a little 
effort to find a suitable pattern, but Louisa’s own pattern range is 
beautiful. Remember to keep in mind that a cotton/cashmere blend 
will be relatively inelastic. The loosely plied yarn was quite loosely 
plied until I switched to a sharper needlepoint.

Left mitten 

INNER CUFF 

Using DPNs, MC and a stretchy cast on of 
your choice, cast on 46 (50, 54) sts. Arrange 
stitches evenly on needles, join to work in 
rnd and pm for beg of rnd. 

Work in k1, pi ribbing for 5 (5.5, 6.25)cm or 
2 (2V4, 2y2)in. 

Next rnd: [K4 (5, 5), m 1 ] 10 times, k6 (0, 4). 
56 (60, 64) sts. 

Cut yarn and place all stitches on circular 
needle. 

OUTER CUFF 

With DPNs and MC, cast on 78 (84, 90) sts 
as foil: 

*Cast on 1 0 sts, pass 4 sts over last cast-on 
St, repeat from * 1 2 (1 3, 1 4) more times. 
Arrange sts evenly over DPNs, join to work 
in the rnd and pm for beg of rnd. 

K 1 rnd. P 1 rnd. 

Next rnd: SI 1, k to end of rnd. 

Work Rnds 1 -6 of Chart 1 (see p24), working 
13 (14, 15) 6-st repeats across rnd. 

K2 rnds with MC. 

Switch to CC and k1 rnd. 



Next rnd: SI 1, k to end of rnd. 

Work in st st for a further 1 .25 (2, 2.5)cm or 
1/2 (3/4, Din. 

Next rnd: *K1 1 (1 2, 1 3), k2tog, rep from * 

5 more times. 72 (78, 84) sts. 

K 1 row. 

Next rnd: *K1 0 (1 1 , 1 2), ssk, rep from * 

5 more times. 66 (72, 78) sts. 

K1 rnd. 

Next rnd: *K9 (1 0, 1 1 ), k2tog, rep from * 

5 more times. 60 (66, 72) sts. 

Next rnd: *K1 3 (9, 7), ssk, rep from * 

3 (5, 7) more times. 56 (60, 64) sts. 

Next rnd: With MC, knit around. 

Next rnd: (K1 with MC, k1 with CC) 
around. 

Next rnd: (K1 with CC, k1 with MC) 
around. 

Repeat last 2 rows once more. 

Set inner cuff into outer cuff, so that 
circular needle of inner cuff nests 
inside the DPNs holding outer cuff, ready 
to work sts from both cuffs together 
as foil: 

*With MC, k first st on outer cuff together 
with first st of inner cuff and slip both sts 
off needles. Rep from * around. 
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TOP TIP 



This beautiful semi- 
solid yarn is also 
machine washable 
- making it perfect 
for kids’ knits! 
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TENSION 

Work 35 sts and 38 rows in stocking 
stitch to measure loxiocm or 4x4m 
using 2.75mm (US 2) needles, or a size 
needed to obtain correct tension. 

NOTIONS 

A set of four 2.75mm (US 2) DPNs 

A 2.75mm (US 2) circular needle, 
6ocm/24in long 

Stitch markers 
A tapestry needle 

Two smooth pieces of spare yarn, 
approx 25cm/ioin long 

PATTERN NOTES 

On some rows, the CC will need to be 
carried along the back of the work 
- instead of cutting yarn, weave in 
CC, twisting together with MC in 3-st 
intervals as you go.

Next rnd: With MC, k1, ml, k13 (14, 15), ml, 
k13 (14, 15), ml, k2, ml, k13 (14, 15), ml, k13 
(14, 15), ml, k1. 62 (66, 70) sts. 

Next rnd: With MC, k1 , work sts 3 to 3 1 (2 to 
32, 1 to 33) of Row 1 of Chart 2, k2 with MC, 
work sts 3 to 31 (2 to 32, 1 to 33) of Row 1 of 
Chart 3, k1 with MC. 

Cont in patt until Row 14 of chart is 
complete. 

DIVIDE FOR THUMB 

On Row 1 5, work stitches 25-31 of Chart 3 
using waste yarn only (do not weave in MC 
or CC with waste yarn and do not work 
sts 3-9 with waste yarn. Work as normal). 
Cont through Row 49 of charts in patt, 
working over waste yarn sts with MC and 
CC in chart patt. 

Work Rnds 1 -7 (1 1, 1 4) of Chart 4 (5, 6), then 
cut yarn, leaving a 38cm/1 5in tail, arrange 



stitches on 2 needles with 1 9 (1 7, 1 7) sts on 
each needle, and graft sts together using 
Kitchener stitch. 

Thumb 

Remove waste yarn from mitten and pick 
up live stitches on two DPNs. 7 sts on each 
needle. 

Hold work with cuff oriented down and, 
using MC, k7 across front thumb sts, pick up 
and knit 4 sts with DPN in space between 
thumb front and back stitches, k7 across 
thumb back sts, pick up and knit 2 sts 
between thumb back and front, pm for beg 
of rnd, pick up and knit 2 more sts. 22 sts. 
With MC, k to beg of rnd marker. 

Next rnd: K1 with MC, (k1 with CC, k1 with 
MC) 4 times, k1 with CC, k2 with MC, (k1 with 
CC, k1 with MC) 4 times, k1 with CC, k1 with 
MC. 

Next rnd: K2 with MC, (K1 with CC, k1 with 
MC) 3 times, k1 with CC, k4 with MC, (k1 with 
CC, k1 with MC) 3 times, k1 with CC, k2 with 
MC. 

Repeat last 2 rnds 7 (8, 9) more times or until 
thumb measures approx 1 .25cm/V2in shorter 
than desired length, then work Rnds 1 -5 



of Chart 7. 

Cut yarn and draw yarn through rem sts. 

Right mitten 

Work as for left mitten, working waste yarn 
on Row 1 5 of Chart 3 over sts 3-9 instead of 
25-31 for thumb placement (do not weave in 
MC or CC with waste yarn and do not work 
sts 25-31 with waste yarn, work as normal).

Cont in pattern, AT THE SAME TIME, dec 1 st at 
neck edge every row 3 (4, 4, 4, 5, 4, 4, 3) times, 
then every RS row a total of 2 (3, 3, 3, 3, 3, 2, 2) 
times.

NECK EDGING 

With smaller needles and starting at Left 
Shoulder seam on neck, pick up and knit 
a multiple of 4 sts around neck, picking up 
approximately 3 sts for every 4 rows, and 1 st 
each of the cast-off sts on front and back neck, 
making sure you end up with a multiple of 4 sts 
(you may need to decrease or increase a few sts 
on the following rnd). Join to work in the rnd 
and work in 2x2 rib for 6 rnds.

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DESIGNER 




W hen I was a child, my mother, 
who’s an experienced 
stitcher, quilter and knitter, 
was always ready with a craft 
to keep me husy. When I look hack on it, 

I realise that this influenced my route in 
life. It was only natural that I took to the 
fibre arts, but I had to follow a long and 
winding road before I got good! 

My first steps into the world of knitting led me 
into a class in Silversmithing. A Fine Arts Diploma 
followed this, with emphasis on drawing and 
painting as well as photography and sculpture. 

I worked my way up to the last semester of a 
Bachelor’s Degree in the drawing department 
before I realised where I really needed to be - 
the fibre arts. I suppose that switching majors 
with only half a year to go was somewhat extreme, 
but it was definitely the right choice. I ended 
up majoring in Fibres and Textiles, with the 
majority of my work being on a compu-dobby 
loom (a weaving loom hooked up to a computer) 
and wax-resist natural dyes. I feel that this time 
of my life is what really taught me to create in 
the intuitive and subjective way that I do now. 



I've always been interested in creating with my 
hands - some of my earliest memories as a child 
involve making things with Mom. By Meghan Jones

I began knitting about five years ago when 
I was pregnant with my eldest daughter. At that 
point, I was living in Edmonton, Alberta, with 
my parents, while my husband was away in Iraq 
fighting with the military. It was the middle of 
a cold Canadian winter and I wanted to make 
something for my baby, so my mom, ever the 
perfect teacher, showed me how to knit. 



Finding my feet 

My first knitting project was a 4-ply, stocking- 
stitch sweater that taught me the kind of knitting 
I never wanted to do again! It wasn’t the repetition 
that I found boring. It wasn’t the tiny needles and 
thread-like yarn, and it wasn’t all the seaming to 




put the pieces together! I think the one 
thing that drove me crazy about that 
first sweater was that it had no design 
- no cables, no lace, no colourwork, 
nothing to help the silhouette. It 
was simply a boxy, stocking-stitch 
cardigan, knit poorly in acrylic. I knew 
that this couldn’t be knitting, that 
there had to be something more. 

After that cardigan, I immediately 
undertook an intricately cabled jacket. 
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FINDOUTMORE 



Here I found the perfect mix of complication, 
interest and challenge that wasn’t too difficult. 

I knew this was exactly the kind of knitting that 
I needed to be doing. 

I began designing my own patterns about i8 
months ago. One of my New Year’s resolutions for 
2009 was to actually write down all the knitting 
patterns that I was inventing. It seemed like an 
easy enough declaration at the time - how was I to 
know that it would take me so far and completely 
engulf my life from there on in! 



Family inspired 



Of all things, I love to design sweaters and 
accessories for my two girls. Children’s garments 
are definitely my favourite because they’re like 
little concentrated samples. I naturally tend to 
allow a project to get far too complicated, so 
making something small that’s designed well 
but isn’t oner-designed is the perfect way to 
keep me under control! But the real challenge 
comes when I try to communicate the pattern 
succinctly and intelligently without making it 
overly complex. 

I love colour and I really enjoy designing 
Fair Isle pieces. I also have an undying love 
for bobbles, and the two make an appearance 
together often enough. I do the majority of 
my Fair Isle designing on a weaving program. 

This gives the designs a unique flair and allows 
the patterns to bloom and move rather than 
just repeat. This type of patterning can be 
seen in my Glitterbug cape, where the pattern 
is organic and geometric at the same time. 

I like to marry striking colourwork patterns 
with practical garments for children. (Meghan's 
Glitterbug Cape will he featured in an upcoming 
issue o/Yarn Forward - keep a look out for it!) 

The Ladybug Mittens (p22) were inspired by 
my memories of childhood winters on the snowy 
Canadian prairie. There was nothing worse than 
playing outside and getting snow up your sleeves. 
With this in mind, I designed the double-sleeve 
mittens to keep the snow and the cold draught out. 
Both patterns are bug-themed as my eldest is a bug 
fanatic and loves every insect, no matter the size! 



Knitting and designing have been such a 
positive force in my life for the past few years. 
They really keep me focused and give my life 
a sense of purpose. My husband is now retired 
from the military, so we spend a lot of time at 
home dealing with his PTSD (post-traumatic 
stress disorder) and his brain injury. Because 
I don’t have an awful lot of time to work outside 
the home, designing patterns and my love for 
knitting have provided me with the perfect 
career that suits everyone down to a T!

YF • You’ve been published more 
than once by Twist Collective, though, 
so that must be working for you? 

YT • Yes, that’s true! I don’t know why it works 
better than others. But it’s fun to work with other 
people and I think they’ve done a really good job in 
building a reputation for quality, so maybe people 
who haven’t already bought one of my patterns 
might be more inclined to if they’ve bought another 
Twist pattern and recognised the quality. 

YF • As someone who really doesn’t like to 
follow patterns, do you think you approach 
the writing of patterns differently? 

YT • Probably. I never really had a sense of the 
‘right way’. I do try to write patterns that I could 
follow, on the assumption that if I can follow it, 
everyone else will be able to! A lot of the problems 
I had with patterns were about keeping track of 
where I was, or the dreaded ‘at the same time’. So I 
do tend to spell things out quite a lot. I’m sure that 
for some knitters who are used to a more concise 
style, my instructions are irritating, but I’ve never 
had a complaint about patterns being too wordy!

YF •To what do you attribute the success of 
your patterns? 

YT • Part of it, I think, is that the patterns are 
interesting to make. I’m sure that some of it is the 
aesthetic that’s been built up through the designs, 
the photography, the blog. It’s been described as 
whimsical, fairytale, a bit dark... I think people buy 
into that, too. 

I’ve had other designers ask me how I went 
about building this ‘brand’ - but if I’m totally 
honest, it’s just stuff that I like. I design things 
I want to wear and I use my favourite colours. 

I’m sure that the shapes and colours I like are 
influenced by the trends I see worn out and used l> 

‘T try to write patterns that I eould 
follow, on the assumption that if I eon 
follow it, everyone else will be able to!” 



W hen Ysolda Teague was only 
19 years old, her ‘Arisaig’ 
wrap cardigan made the 
front page of Knitty^s 2005 
fall edition. It was the rocket that sent the 
Scottish designer’s career into orbit. 



YF • What an amazing few years! We’re 
sure you couldn’t have predicted just how 
well things were going to turn out? 

YT • Absolutely not! When the Arisaig pattern 
was published, it really wasn’t anything like a 
career. I think that was the third or fourth sweater 
I’d ever knit! I didn’t really know any knitters, so 
nobody told me that writing a knitting pattern 
might be hard, and it was pretty challenging for 
someone who’s completely incapable of following 
a pattern - but I was a student and I couldn’t 
afford to buy them! 

I submitted it to Knitty online because the 
printed magazines seemed like a different league 
altogether. Self-publishing wasn’t any kind of 
masterplan on my part, it just seemed like the 
easier option. Since then. I’ve done a few patterns 
for magazines but in general, it hasn’t worked as 
well for me as self-publishing.

in other places, but I don’t consciously go out and 
collect that inspiration. 

YF • At what point did you realise that 
designing could be a full-time career 
for you? 

YT • I graduated in 2007 with a very good, but 
very useless, degree. Everyone I knew was either 
going to work at a big corporate 
company or do an unpaid 
internship. I knew I didn’t want to 
go and work in an office and while 
I wasn’t making very much money 
from knitwear, I was making more 
than I would at an internship. So 
I decided to try it for six months 
and if it didn’t work, I would get 
a ‘real job’! Being able to devote 
myself to designing, instead of 
fitting it in around studying, made 
a huge difference. I had a lot of pieces that I’d been 
working on but hadn’t finished, so I was able to put 
out a lot of patterns quite quickly. 

YF • Tell us more about the way you work. 

YT • My designs take quite a long time to 
percolate. Once the processing period is over, it can 
be very quick to get them finished and on sale. But 
it’s not really a set process 
because I’m not very 
organised - so it can 
be several elements 
all at once that 
‘collide’ to make 
a design. So 
I might be 
interested 
in reversible 
cables 
and at 
the same 
time. 

I’ll be 
thinking 
about a 



particular sweater construction and a particular 
silhouette that will work with that construction... 
and they come together. I could easily spend a year 
working on variations of one sweater - but that’s 
not a very efficient way of working! 

YF • Are you a process-driven or a 
product-driven knitter? 

YT • I think a little of both. 

I definitely wouldn’t knit or design 
something that I wouldn’t want to 
wear myself - even though I don’t 
really get to wear my samples any 
more, as they would end up getting 
wrecked! But at the same time, it 
still has to be interesting to make. 




YF • Which of your designs has 
been the most successful? 

YT • I’d say ‘Ishbel’ - I think it 
might be up to more than 8,000 projects on 
Ravelry now! I don’t know why it’s caught people’s 
imaginations like that, but I’m so flattered that 
it has. Right at the beginning, I photographed it 
worn as a scarf rather than as a shawl, in a way 
where you could still see the lace - maybe that 
helped some people who really wanted to try 
knitting lace but couldn’t imagine how they could 
wear a shawl. 

Designs like Ishbel, which are almost ‘impulse’ 
projects, do really well. You don’t have to worry 
that they’re not going to fit and maybe you have 
the yarn in your stash, but if you don’t it’s not 
going to be a huge outlay. Things like hats are 
good like that - unless you go very wrong, a hat 
is going to fit somebody! 

I think my most popular sweater pattern is Liesl 
- it’s a sweater but it’s a stretchy pattern. It’s easy 
to get the fit right and it’s knit really loosely so you 
can get a sweater for under 200g of yarn. So yes, 
it’s a sweater but it’s still pretty low commitment. 

YF • How much consideration do you give 
to how popular you think a pattern might 
be? Obviously, when you’re self-publishing, 
you want every pattern to be not just 
beautiful but accessible and popular! 

YT • It is a big consideration. There are some 
things I would love to knit that I’m pretty sure 
nobody would ever buy. I like the idea of knitting 
a iqqos-style suit at ten stitches to the inch, but 
I don’t think I can sell that pattern. I bought a 
vintage nurse’s cape on Etsy and I adore it! I’d 
love to make a knitted version of it, but with a 
lot of modifications. It became the inspiration 
for one of the sweaters in my new book. It still 
has the same fairytale hood, it still has the same 
silhouette, but now it’s a cardigan so it’s much 
more wearable.

YF • Have you always 
made things? Where does 
this creativity come from? 

YT • My mother studied painting - I think my 
being born stopped her painting! But there were 
always paints out and play dough available, so it 
was OK to do messy things. I think by the time 
I was seven or eight, I was ‘the crafty one’ and 
would get all these kits for crafty endeavours, 
complete with awful instructions. It was those 
awful instructions that made me learn how things 
were made. I wasn’t into any particular craft, I just 
liked making things! 

I did a lot of dress-making and a lot of costume 
design. But once I started at college, I found that 
I really didn’t have the space for it! I needed 
something smaller, more portable. I’d learned how 
to knit when I was young - six years old or so - 
but I hated it. It was too slow. But at college, it just 
sort of fitted in with my life. 



YF • So, tell us about your new hook. 

YT • It’s all sweater patterns and then a 
lot of information to help the knitter feel 
like they can better predict what they’ll 
get from their sweater. Information about 
shape, yarn substitutions, swatching, 
shaping, finishing and blocking. There’s 
a whole section on how to take your 
measurements and choose what size to 
make, and how to make changes if you 
need to. 

It will be seven or eight designs and 
probably about 150 pages. A pretty big 
book with a pretty small number of

-cord 

'IDIOT-CORD' IS THE TUBULAR KNIFED STRAND MADE BY THE

HOWEVER, IT ALSO COMES IN OTHER FORMS TO GIVE A 
SOPHISTICATED FINISH TO YOUR KNITS. By Anna Bell 




T he principle of i-cord is 
that a tuhe is knit in a 
spiral, with the last stitch 
of one round hutted up 
against the first stitch of the next. 
Most of us know how to work it as 
a stand-alone cord — hut did you 
know it can also be worked as an 
edging, a cast off and a cast on? 

NB: In all instructions, where stitches are 
slipped from RH to LH needles, slip as if 
to purl. 

The basic i-cord 

Take two double-pointed needles in 
a size appropriate to your yarn and cast 
on a small number of stitches. I-cord 
is most frequently worked over three 
or four stitches, but experiment! 



Row i: Knit. Do not turn your work! * 
Instead of turning and purling back, slide 
the stitches to the other end of your DPN. 
You will have RS facing, but the working 
yarn coming from the left edge of the 
knitting. (Fig i) 

Row 2: Knit. On the first stitch, pull the 
working yarn tight so as to close up the 



gap between the last st of the first row and 
the first St of the current row. Repeat from 
* on Row 1. (Fig 2) 

Work in this manner until the cord 
is the desired length. You can then 
cast off, or simply break the yarn and 
thread it through the live sts to fasten 
off. (Fig 3) 




I-cord cast on 

This makes a beautiful alternative to 
a garter stitch or stocking-stitch edge. 

Cast on three sts and slip them all to your 
LH needle. As for the basic i-cord, you 
will see the working yarn comes from the 
left edge of your cast-on sts. (Fig 1) 

Row 1: Kfb into the first st (1 st 
increased), then knit the rest of the sts 



from the LH needle. Slip three sts from 
RH to LH needle. You now have one st on 
RH needle (1 st cast on), and three sts on 
LH needle. (Fig 2) 

Row 2: Rep Row 1. After this row, you 
will have two sts on RH needle (these 
are your cast-on sts) and three sts on LH 
needle. (Fig 3) 

Continue in this manner until you have the 



desired number of cast-on sts, plus two. 
Next row: K2tog, ki. Slip two sts from 
RH to LH needle. 

Next row: k2tog. 

Your i-cord cast on is complete and you 
should now have the correct number of 
stitches to continue knitting from your 
pattern. (Fig 4) 
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One row i-cord edging 

This is the ‘original’ i-cord edge, often 
credited to ‘Knitting Heretic’ Annie 
Modesitt. It’s perfect if you’re not keen 
on picking up and knitting on an edging 
for a cardigan. The technique creates 
one row of i-cord for every two rows of 
knitting, so it’s best suited for knitting 
stitches that have a short row height 
- for example, garter stitch and garter 
variations. For stocking stitch and ‘taller’ 
stitches, use the two-row version below. 

Foundation row: Kfb into the first two 
stitches of your row (in these instructions, 
we’ll create the edge at the start of a RS 
row). Two sts increased. Work to the end 
of the row in your stitch pattern. 

Row 1 (WS): Work in stitch pattern to 
last four sts, * ki, slip i with yarn in front 
of work, repeat from *. (Fig i) 

Row 2 (RS): * Ki, slip i with yarn in 
front of work, repeat from *, work to 



end of row. 

Continue as set. If you find the i-cord 
edging is pulling down on one side, you 
can add an additional row of edging 
stitches at regular intervals. 

Row 1 (WS): Work in stitch pattern to 
last four sts, * ki, slip i with yarn in front 
of work, repeat from *. 



Row 2 (RS): * Ki, slip i with yarn in 
front of work, repeat from *, turn work. 

Row 3 (WS): * Ki, slip i with yarn in 
front of work, repeat from *. 

Row 4 (RS): * Ki, slip i with yarn in 
front, repeat from *, work to the end of 
the row. (Fig 2)

Two row i-cord edging 

Another type of i-cord edging, this one 
creates two rows of i-cord for every two 
rows of knitting. This technique is ideal 
for a more robust edging for cardigans, 
coats and any project with a vertical edge. 
It creates a professional-looking finish 
and has anti-roll properties to keep your 
edging looking neat. 

Foundation row: Work to last two 
sts, kfb into the last two stitches of your 
row (in these instructions, we’ll create 



the edge at the end of a RS row). Two sts 
increased. Slip last four sts on RH needle 
to LH needle. Knit all four sts again. 

(Fig 1) 

Row 1 (WS): Slip four sts with yarn in 
front of your work. Work to end of the 
row in stitch pattern, pulling working 



yarn tight on first stitch. (Fig 2) 

Row 2 (RS): Work to last four sts in 
stitch pattern, kq. Slip last four sts on 
RH needle to LH needle. Knit all four sts 
again. 

Continue working Rows 1 and 2. (Fig 3) 
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Feature • Spotlight on i-cord 




can easily add more stitches (more cast- 
on stitches in this case) if you’d prefer 
a thicker cord for your project. 



Row 1 (RS): Knit 2, ssk. One st 
decreased. Slip all three sts on RH needle 
to LH needle. (See pic, right) 



Repeat last row until all sts have been 
cast off and you’re left with three sts. 



I-cord cast off 

It’s always great to have a technique 
that looks good in both a cast on and 
cast-off version - so your neck or collar 
treatment can match your hem and 
cuffs! If you’ve ever worked an applied 
lace edging, you’ll be familiar with the 
technique here, but it’s simple to follow 
even if it’s your first time. 



Before starting the cast off, cast on three 
more stitches at the beginning of the row 
(use a cable, knitted or backward loop 
method). As with all these methods, you

Row 9: K3 CC, p4 MC, (pi CC, p3 MC) 6 times, 
pi CC, pi MC, pi CC, p6 MC, k3 CC. 




Row 10: K3 CC, k7 MC, k2 CC, (k3 MC, k1 CC) 

6 times, k4 MC, k3 CC. 

Row 11 : K3 CC, p4 MC, p4 CC, p4 MC, (p 1 CC, 
p3 MC) 4 times, p2 CC, p7 MC, k3 CC. 

Row 12: K3 CC, k6 MC, k1 CC, k1 MC, k1 CC, 

(k3 MC, k1 CC) 6 times, k4 MC, k3 CC. 

Row 1 3: K3 CC, p4 MC, (p 1 CC, p3 MC) 6 
times, pi CC, p2 MC, pi CC, p5 MC, k3 CC. 
Row 14: Using cable or knitted cast on, cast 
on 28 sts with CC and k31 CC, k5 MC, k1 CC, 
k2 MC, k1 CC, (k3 MC, k1 CC) 6 times, k4 MC, 
k3 CC. 

Row 1 5: Cast on 27 sts with CC and k30 CC, 
p4 MC, p4 CC, (p5 MC, p3 CC) twice, p4 MC, 
pi CC, p3 MC, pi CC, p4 MC, K31 CC.

Using two 4mm DPNs and CC, cast on 3 sts 
and work i-cord until it fits around the border 
of the cushion, with a knot at each corner. 
Leave the sts on a safety pin until finishing 
so the length can be adjusted if necessary. 

Finishing 

Weave in ends and block each piece. 

Lay cushion front with RS facing upwards. 

On top of this, lay the flap with WS facing 
upwards and pin along the top edge, then 
place cushion back over these 2 pieces with 
wrong side facing up and with the ribbed top 
just below the pinned edge. 

Pin around the cushion edge. There will be 
3 pieces to pin together, each side where the 
flap goes. 

Sew together using back st. 

Turn inside out, insert cushion pad, place 
pocket in the centre of the back with the top 
going under the flap, pin, then slip st into 
place. 

Sew the i-cord border around the cushion 
over the seam, keeping it quite taut and 
tying a knot at each corner. Adjust the length 
as necessary. 

Attach buttons to correspond 
with buttonholes.

Using 4mm needles and MC, cast on 120 sts. 
Set-up row 1 (WS): K1, p13, k1, p4, k1, pi, k5,

Using 4mm needles and CC, cast on 99 sts. 
Change to MC and knit 2 rows.

FELTING 

It’s entirely possible to felt a bag this big by 
hand - but it’s very hard. Machine felting is 
much faster and easier, but requires some 
care because each machine felts differently. 

Be prepared to felt the bag several times - 
the fabric needs to be really dense and 
thick for the bag to have enough substance. 
It’s a good idea to use a zipped pillow 
case, a washing bag or something similar to 
protect your machine, and two old towels 
or jeans to increase agitation. For a project 
this big, a high heat is usually necessary - 
something in the region of 60°C/140F. Be 
very careful during the spin cycle in order 
to avoid creases. 

When you're done, you should have a dense, 
even fabric that's approximately a third 
shorter (preferably a bit more) and narrower 
than before. If the edges have curled a lot, 
don't be afraid to straighten them out a 
little bit. The felted fabric can stand a lot 
of tugging and pulling. Shape the bag and 
again, don't be afraid to use some force. 

Let the bag dry standing - lightly stuffed 
by some towels. It will take some time to 
dry - the top of the dryer or another warm 
place is ideal. 

Embroidery 

There are three stitches used in this project. 
When embroidering the bag, you should 
not stitch all the way through the fabric. 

It’s thick enough to hide the ends invisibly 
inside it and when you work the stitches, you 
only need to stitch approximately halfway 
through. Nothing should be visible on the 
inside of the bag. 






BLANKET STITCH 

Bring the thread to the front (with the 
knot at the back). *Take the needle to the 
back and bring it through the fabric to the 
front - about 1/4in along the edge, in a 
direct horizontal line from the initial thread. 
Make sure that the thread loops under the 
needle. Pull the thread through until it lies 
in an 'L' shape. Carry the needle to the back 
again, and repeat from * to * until you have 
completed the edging. Each new stitch 
secures and holds the loop of the previous 
stitch. To finish, make a small stitch to 
secure the last loop and fasten off. 

Blanket stitch is used to reinforce and 
decorate the edges and handle holes. Work 
the stitch all around the handle holes first. 
Secure all ends invisibly inside the felted 
fabric. Reinforce the ends of the handle 
holes with a few invisible stitches (as if 
you're weaving in an end) inside the fabric. 
Work the stitch all around the top edge. 




BUTTERFLIES 

Cut a small piece of tulle, approximately 
5x5cm or 2x2in, gather in the middle and 
fasten to the fabric with a few stitches, 
working extra stitches to create the body 
using the same contrasting thread. 
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Place the butterflies wherever you please. 
There are 16 butterflies on the model. You 
can make just one, or lots! The flowers look 
good scattered at random - but you can also 
organise them in little groups or lines if you 
want. Look at your work as you go - fill in 
any gaps you don’t like with extra flowers, 
or perhaps add a butterfly or two. 



FRENCH KNOT (FOR THE CENTRE OF 
THE FLOWERS) 

Bring the needle out through the fabric and 
hold the thread taut. With your right hand, 
twist the needle round the thread three 
times (or two times, or four - whatever you 
like!). Still holding the thread, firmly take 
the needle back into the fabric, a very short 
space away from where the floss emerges 
from the fabric, and insert the needle. Pull 
carefully to form the knot. 

CHAIN STITCH (FOR THE PETALS) 

Bring the needle up through the fabric 
and hold the thread with your left thumb, 
then insert the needle back into where it 
first came out. Take the needle through the 
fabric, taking the point of the needle out a 
short space away. With the thread wrapped 
under the needle point, pull the needle 
through the fabric. Fasten the loop made 
with a small stitch.

S O, you taught yourself to knit from books 
and the internet, you’re a quick learner 
and you’ve been at this yarn stuff for a 
while now. You’ve made everything from 
bobble hats and intricate knitted lace, to complex 
colourwork sweaters and socks that you carry 
around with you everywhere! Surely, the next 
logical step is learning to make your own yarn? 



Getting started 



Everyone has drooled over lavish hand-spun yarns and 
fantasised about what it would be like to be able to spin 
themselves. Maybe you’ve watched people spin and they 
did it with fluid grace while carrying on a conversation, or 
even while walking around. Well, now it’s going to be you! 

The first step is to seek out some basic instructions 
and a beginner’s kit with a spindle and some fibre to get 
you started. Or try taking a spinning class. Your teacher 
can offer you a set of concrete steps to help you learn, and 
results will be dependable because you know you’re doing 
everything exactly right - just how you were instructed. 
It’s a great way to boost your confidence and get to grips 
with the most basic dos and don’ts of spinning, all under 
the watchful eye of an experienced spinner! ^ 
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Feature • The One True Way? 



Continuing your journey 

Perhaps you’ve been spinning for 
a while now and you’re comfortable 
with your range of skills and the tools 
in your kit. You’re competent and 
experienced, and you can answer 
pretty much any question that comes 
up. One day, you’re asked how to 
wash hand-spun and you reply with 
your method, only to have someone 
immediately take issue with your 
approach. On your spinning journey, 
you’ll encounter a lot of different 
opinions about what the best 
technique is - try to absorb as much 
information as possible, as it could 
prove invaluable one day! It could 
be that, like me, you’re a teacher 
and when you’re teaching a class, 
a student says, “But I just took a class 
with so-and-so, and she said you 
should always do it this other way.” 

So who’s right? How can you tell 
if you’re getting good advice? How 
do you know whether or not you’re 
really spinning right? And what’s 
going to happen if you aren’t? 

Well, here’s my opinion: everybody’s right and all advice is 
at least worth trying out. As for ‘spinning right’, that’s a trickier 
question - because the answer is that it depends. You could 
look at it many ways, but the important thing is to ask yourself, 
“What are my goals here and am I achieving those?” If so, you’re 
spinning the right way! 

One true way? 

It’s tempting to seek out one true way to do things. It would be 
easier, in many respects, to know that if you dependably follow 
steps A, B, and C, you will achieve result D. I often find that 
students want there to be a straightforward, simple answer - 
but alas, sometimes there isn’t one. In fact, with spinning, there 
usually isn’t. There are always at least two ways to do anything 
spinning-related, sometimes dozens! 

In the beginning, just getting dependable results is great 
but later on, you may find you want to fine-tune your yarn or 
your process. As a teacher, it can seem tempting to come up 
with a method and present that and only that, having students 
do as they’re instructed until the desired results are achieved. 
That’d be great if it worked! Of course, I do believe there can be 
answers that aren’t as good. There can be advice that confuses, 
complicates or sets one back. The trick is, if you’re just starting 
out, to find dependable teachers and spinning peers. But if that’s 
not an option for you, here are a couple of things to consider 
when you’re evaluating a piece of advice or an instruction. 




(TOP) SPINDLES 
CAN BE BEAUTIEULLY 
ORNATE, AS WELL AS 
USEEUL TOOLS. 

How is the advice presented? 

There’s a huge difference between, “Always do step A, it’s 
the way it’s done,” and saying, “I recommend always doing 
step A, because I’ve found that skipping it can make step 
B frustrating.” I usually find the latter presentation more 
reliable - it tends to be the voice of experience! 

If you have very specific goals, or if you’re learning 
within the context of a particular tradition, there may be 
a “right way” for that situation. As you study and practise, 
you may find that what you previously thought was flat- 
out wrong has merit after all, that methods you initially 
loved fall by the wayside when you learn new tricks, and 
most of all, that your own opinions are going to shift 
throughout the course of your life as a spinner. The more 
things you try, the more options you’ll have and the more 
open-minded you can be. There’s always more than one 
way to do it and the more you learn, the more you’ll likely 
find yourself moving away from simple, straightforward 
answers. That’s when spinning really gets exciting!

Cast off all sts very loosely. 

Finishing 

Soak shawl in lukewarm water for about 
20 minutes.

W riting a new book inspired 
by vintage knitting has 
given me the perfect excuse 
to while away many an 
evening perusing my vast collection of retro 
hooks and patterns. It’s always incredibly 
interesting to me how colour, yarn and 
stitch choice can all provide clues to the 
economic and social climate of the time. 

Vintage chic 

I love how the women of the 1940s, armed with 
a limited supply of yarn and a dreary colour 
palette, managed to knit some of the most beautiful 
lace and cable patterns into their simple garments 
- but only in small areas, like the yoke, to save 
precious yardage. In contrast, the 1950s celebrated 
the long-awaited end to wartime rationing by 
adding as much fabric into their clothes as they 
could possibly fit! Wide dolman sleeves and full 
lace knitted skirts became standard adornments 
in this period - how fabulous! 

It’s also striking how many projects seem so 
modern - some even look more like avant-garde 
pieces than contemporary fashion! Perhaps the 
development and domination of the high-street 
store has produced an element of conservatism in 
our sense of style. The 1940s and 1950s men and 
women are from a bygone era. In their elegant 
attire, overstated accessories and somewhat 
melodramatic poses, they look like exotic birds, 
primped and preened, all for a trip to the park! 

As I flick through Stitchcraft and Golden Hands 
in my comfy tracksuit bottoms and sloppy, hand- 
knitted cardi, I wish I was dressed in a full-length.

Personalising patterns 

Luckily for us, with a few tweaks to these patterns, 
we can be transported back to the golden age of 
style. Pattern abbreviations as we know them 
today were taken up in the early 1900s, so all the 
patterns are recognisable to the modern knitter. 
Unfortunately, a lot of information is omitted from 
the instructions because it was considered common 
knowledge in the past. Add the fact that most of the 
yarns used don’t exist any more and suddenly, the 
patterns can be very confusing for modern crafters. 
However, it’s an excellent opportunity for us to 
adapt and personalise a vintage pattern, and make 
it totally fresh and contemporary. 

When a garment is finished, just embellish with 
your most glamorous accessories and hit the town, 
safe in the knowledge that you’ll stand out from the 
crowd for all the right reasons!
